CHAPTER 172.

AN ACT to amend section 5 of chapter 99 of the revised statutes,
entitled * of the administration and distribution of estates of
intestates.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SEcTION 1. Section five of chapter uinety-nine of
the revised statutes is hereby amended by inserting af-
ter the word “ cause,” in the third line, the following
words: * or when it shall appear to the satisfaction of
the court to be necessary,” and also by inserting after
tho word “ terminated,” in the seventh line of said sec-
tion, the following words: “or the necessity therefor
cease to exist,” and the whole section, when amended,
shall read ae follows: “Section 5. When there shall
be a delay in granting letters testamentary or of ad-
ministration, occasioned by an appeal from the allow-
ance or disallowance of a will, or from any other cause,
or when it shall appear to the satisfaction of the court
to be necessary, the judge of the county court may ap-
point an administrator to act in collecting and taking
charge of the estate of the deceased until the question
on the allowance of the will, or such other questions
as shall occasion the delay shall be terminated, or the
necessity therefor cesse to exist, and an executor or ad-
ministrator be thereupon appointed; and no appeal
shall be allowed from the appointment of such special
administrator. -
